JUDGMENT 

 

This matter came before the Court on the Complaint Seeking Exception to 

Debtor’s Discharge (Adv. Pro. DE 1) filed by Plaintiff Patricia M. Gaetaniello, Debtor’s 

former spouse, against Defendant Thomas E. Gaetaniello (“Debtor”).  Plaintiff requests 

the $53,274.14 debt owed by Debtor for her share of the anticipated sale proceeds of the 

marital residence be deemed nondischargeable. 

A trial was held on June 19, 2013 at which Plaintiff and Debtor appeared, with 

their respective counsel.
